The  vote  came  on  a  motion  pre- 
aented  by  Mr.  Barnes,  Brltlab  Qov- 
emment  delecate.  "that  the  draft 
convention  prepared  by  the  organ- 
izing oemmlttde  be  adopted  by  the 
conference  aa  the  basis  far  discus- 
sion." with  reference  to  a  special 
committee  of  nmtters  concerning  Its 
application  to  *  tropical  and  other 
specified  countries.  Originally.  Mr. 
Barnes'  motion  read: 

"The  draft  convention  on  the  48- 
hour  week."  but  an  amendment  by 
Mr.  Fontaine,  French  Government 
delegate,  struck  the  words  48-hour 
week  from  the  notion,  and,  as  amend- 
ed, It  was  adopted  by  66  to  t.

Samuel  Gompera.  'Pr«sldent  of,  the

Another  interesting  feature  waa  tes- 
timony by"Herr  Zimmermann,  the  for- 
mer Foreign  Secretary,  regarding  his 
last  conference  with  Ambaasador  Ger- 
ard before  the  Ambassador  left  Ber- 
lin on  a  vacation. 

Von  Bethmann-HoUweg's  voice  was 
raised  as  he  declared  he  waa  under 
oath  before  God,  and  yet  If  he  had 
the  slightest  lapse  of  memory  he 
would  be  attacked.  He  instantly  apol- 
ogheed  for  the   reproach. 

Herr  Zimmermann  said  he  aaked 
Ambassador  Gerard  what  the  result 
of  the  intensified  "U"-boat  warfare 
would  be  in  America.  Mr.  Gerard  re- 
plied: 

"I  don't  know  what  they  want  in 
Washington.  You  may  be  right  in  the 
action  you  are  taking." 

The  Ambassador,  according  to  Zim- 
merman, promised  to  use  all  "hla  in- 
fluence to  keep  America  neutral,  and 
waa  quoted  by  the  witness  as  saying: 
"I  shall  do  my  best  to  avoid  further 
friction." 

Dr.  Cohen,  independent,  attempted 
to  force  Bethmanh-Holliired  to  admit 
that  the  feeling  reApectfng  the  Impos- 
sibility of  land  warfare  winning  for 
Gemnany  had  set  in  In  1»14  after  the 
battle  of  the  Marne. 

The  former  Chancellor  said  he  had 
a  vague  recollection  that  General  von 
Falkenhayn,  Chief  of  Staff,  had  about 
that  time  told  him  to  do  all  he  could 
diplomatically  in  a  general  way. 

Von  Bethmann-Hollweg  reiterated 
the  assertion  that  the  Entente  collec- 
tive note  in  December,  1916,  was  so 
brusque  and  so  hopeless  In  declining 
the  German  peace  offer  that  peace 
could  not  be  thought  of.

WORKMEN  KILLED 
AND  GOLD  STOLEN 
AROUND  TAMPICO 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  5.— Six  em- 
pl^ees  were  murdered  and  more  than 
$71,895  in  American  gold  stolen  from 
oil  companies  operating  in  the  Tam- 
pico  oil  region  during  July,  August 
and  September,  according  to  an  of- 
ficial report  just  completed,  it  was 
learned  today.  Six  bandlta  implicat- 
ed in  two  of  the  outrages  were  ar- 
rested and  two  of  them  publicly  exe- 
cuted. 

Carranca  soldiers  were  Implicated 
in  some  of  the  outrages,  the  report 
stated,  although  in  some  of  the  camps 
of  the*  regi  the  Federal  soldiers 
were  "behaving  well." 

On  September  23  a  camp  at  Comale 
was  raided  by  four  hundred  Carranxa 
soldiers,  who  stole  all  the  clothing  of 
the  foreign  employees  and  drove  away 
the  last  mule  in  the  camp.

LONDON,  Nov.  5. — The  story  of  the 
adventurous  passage  of  the  Zeppelin 
Bodensee,  which  narrowly  escaped 
destruction  while  v  ving  thirty  pas- 
sengers Monday  nl;  ts  told  by  Mrs. 
Tower,  wife  of  The  London  Daily 
Mall's  Berlin  correspondent,  who  was 
aboard  the  airship. 

"Arriving  from  Friedrichshafen  at 
Staaken,"  Mrs.  Tower  says,  "the  air- 
ship bumped  violently,  disabled  the 
motors  and  swerved  Into  a  crowd  of 
s|)ecUtors,  killing  one  and  injuring  six. 
Then  after  repeated  bumping  she  sud- 
denly rose  to  what  seemed  an  immense 
height.  The  accident  had  put  out  the 
lights,  and  we  wer<6  in  total  darkness. 
Snow  was  falling,  and  It  was  Intensely 
cold.  All  the  windows  were  smashed. 
CaiAaln  Fleming  assured  the  passen- 
gers that  if  they  kept  quiet  he  could 
save  the  ship. 

"In  two  hours,  by  the  extraordinary 
courage  of  the  mechanics,  the  ship 
was  repaired,  but  little  gasoline  was 
left,  and  only  one  motor  could  be  used. 

"After  drifting  for  hours  the  captain 
again  brought  the  ship  over  Staaken, 
intending  to  await  dawn,  but  at  mid- 
night he  realized  this  was  impracti- 
cable, and  after  navigating  for  three 
hours  in  the  darkness,  found  a  suit- 
able landing  t>etween  Magdeburg  and 
Stendal. 

"There  we  descended  very  slowly, 
finally  lighting  on  the  tops  of  dwarfed 
fir  trees,  which  were  thickly  covered 
with  snow,  rfere  the  ship  rested.  We 
were  rescued  at  dawn.  Huddled  in 
hay  carts,  we  were  taken  through  the 
deep  snow  to  the  village,  where  we 
were  fed  and  made  warm."

Senator  Lynch-Staunton 
gave  notice  that  he  would  move  an 
amendment  which  would  flx  a  limit 
on  the  value  of  stocks  to  be  ar- 
bitrated. 

In  opening  the  diecuaaion.  Sir 
James  Lougheed  read  a  letter  from 
Sir  Robert  Borden.  In  which  the  Pre- 
mier denied  a  report  that  he  was  not 
personally  favorably  disposed  toward 
the  measure. 

Senator  Ross'  amendment  came  at 
the  end  of  a  long  speech,  in  which  he 
attacked  the  agreement  between  the 
Government  and  the  Grand  Trunk  all 
along  the  line. 

Hon.  Gideon  Robertson,  in  reply, 
said  the  acquisition  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  would  rennflt  In  a  great  saving 
in  operating  costs.  He  defended  the 
transaction  as  a  good  business  deal. 

The  amendment  was  supported  by 
Senator  Nicholls.  Senator  Foster.  Sen- 
ator Gordon.  Senator  Currie  and  Sen* 
ator  Dandurand.

Sir  James  laid  the  blame  for  the 
present  railway  conditions  In  Can- 
ada on  the  former  administration.  He 
maintained  that  the  acquisition  of  the

At  this  point  Senator  Lynoh- 
Staunton,  of  Hamilton.  Interrupted 
Sir  James  to  state  that  ha  proposed 
at  the  proper  time  to  move  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  to  clause  six  of 
the  bill:

"Provided  further  that  the  arbltra- 
tofa  ahall  not  increase  the  amount  of 
the  award  by  reaaon  of  the  fact  that 
the  new  guaranteed  atoek  la  to  be  4 
pet-  cent,  but  shall  regard  that  as 
eqttlvalant  in  va^ue  to  so  much  gold 
coin." 

Dealing  with  the  question  of  pub- 
lie  ownership,  the  Oovernment  leader 
said  that  the  bill  was  being  opposed 
by  railway  prasldenta,  bank  lAan- 
agars  and  big  business  interests,  t>ut 
Parliament  represented  the  plain 
people,  who  could  not  be  willing  to 
stand  aside  and  let  these  interests 
dominate  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment. The  mAjority  of  people  in 
Canada  undoubtedly  favored  govern- 
ment ownership. 

Senator  Loughe$d  said  that  no 
member  could  be  elected  in  Canada 
aa  an  opponent  of  public  ownership. 

If  publle  ownership  were  found  a 
failure  the  Government  could  Invite 
offers  for  the  purchase  of  Its  Interests. 
Caruula  would  have  two  transporta- 
tion systems,  and  she  had  all  the 
machinery.  through  the  railway 
board,  for  direction  of  ^he  operation 
of  the  roads. 

"We've  Irullt  and  paid  for  practl- 
oally  every  railway  In  Canada,"  ha 
said.  "Ara  we  to  continue  building 
railways  and  handing  them  over  to 
private  Intareata." 

Forcing  the  Grand  ^unk  Into  re- 
ceivership would  not  be  In  the  best 
Intareats  of  Canada.  It  would  mean 
the  dissolution  of  a  system  which 
had  taken  two  generations  to  build 
up.  Senator  Loughe^^  asked  that  the 
Oovemiiiant  be  given  a  reasonable 
chance  of  making  Government  rail- 
way operation  a  success. 

The  acQUlaitleii  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
waa  a  bagatelle  compared  with  the 
problems  Canada  had  solved  in  the 
past  few  years. 

The  Oovernment  leader  said  the 
Govamment  had  a  mandata  from  the 
people  for  the  acquisition  of  railway 
ayatelns. 

Senator  Bostook.  opposition  leader, 
aatd  the  details  of  thIa  agreement  had 
only  been  l>afore  the  country  for  a 
short  time.  Even  now  the  country 
did  not  know  just  where  It  stood.

Nov.  S. — Teaterday'a  ait- 
Ung  ot  the  aub-commlttee  o(  the 
aaaamtely  which  ia  Inveatlfatlns  tbo 
queatlon  of  reaponaibility  (or  tite 
war,  waa  notable  for  the  evasive 
answer*  of  Dr.  Alfred  Slmmermann. 
former  Secretary  for  Korelfn  Affalra, 
concerning  Uernaaiiy'a  treatment  of 
Belgium,  which  compelled  Or.  von 
Bettamftnn-Hollwes,  former  Imperial 
Chancellor,  to  come  to  the  aaalatanoe 
of  iSimmermann  and  anawer  for  him. 
Both  Zlmmermann  and  von  Beth- 
mann-Hollwer  protested  that  they 
had  made  efforts  acalnst  the  all- 
powerful  military  party  In  the  mat- 
ter of  deportation  of  belligerents. 

Germany's  peace  offer  again  was 
brought  up.  Von  Betbmann-HoUwe'g 
reiterated  that  h^  frequently  had 
discussed  peace  with  James  W. 
Gerard,  the  American  Ambassador. 
After  the  torpedoing  in  March,  1916, 
of  the  ISnglish  Channel  steamer  Bus- 
sex,  and  when  Ambassador  Gerard 
waa  preparing  to  return  home,  von 
Bethmann-HoMWeg  said  he  spoke  to 
the    Ambassador    saying: 

"Now,  President  Wilson  haa  a  fteo 
path.  Urge  him-  to  act.  We  have  done 
our    utmost.^ 

To  this  von  Bethmann-Hollweg 
added: 

"What  could  have  been  a  stronger 
appeal    for    peace." 

Peace  Not  liOsUng 

Dr.  von  Bethmann-Hollweg.  the 
former  German  Chancellor,  stated  in 
the  course  of  his  teatlmony  before 
the  sub-committee  that  he  did  not 
believe  during  the  w&c.  and  doea  not 
now  believe,  in  a  lasting  peace.  In 
his  answers  to  the  sub-committee,  he 
said  that  the  peace  terms  suggested 
by  Germany,  December  12,  1»18,  were 
a  compromise  between  the  views  of 
the  military  and  political  authorities. 

Bethmann-Hollweg  said  he  had 
given  Ambaraador  Gerard  no  infor- 
mation for  President  Wilson  at>out 
Germany's  desires  In  the  Bast,  since 
Belgium  was  the  subject  chiefly  In 
the  mind  of  the  PresOentfat  that 
time.  He  had  assured  Ambassador 
Gerard  that  Belgium  would  b«  treat* 
cd  fairly,  although  it  had  always 
been  a  background  fur  attacks  upon 
Germany. 

He  declared,  he  believed  Ambaaaa- 
dor  Oerurd  waH  not  well  Informed 
when  he  left  Germany  on  leave  In 
Meptember  of  1916,  but  that  he  got 
information  in  America.  He  said  h* 
was  certain  Ambassador  Gerard 
learned  of  the  coming '  unrestricted 
Mubmnrino  warfare  through  Captain 
Gherurdi,  the  American  naval  at- 
atche    at    Berlin.

Dr.  Zlramermaaa  ial4  he  knew  the 
Wilson  peace  offer  would  t>e  received  in 
a  most  unfriendly  spirit  by  the  people, 
but  that  a  Oemuui  peace  offer  would 
convince  the  «-orld^pt  the  weakness  of 
Uarmaay  and  wouys'  Im  considered  iavl- 
d«no«  that  Germany  did  not  want  Amer- 
ica to  offer  pemet.  ' 

When  asked  if  Oarmany  had  made  the 
peace  overtures  to  eliminate  the  posmI- 
biUty  9f  an  offer  from  President  Wilson, 
Dr.  Zlmmermann  declared  it  was  a  tac- 
tical manoeuvre. 

Dr.  .  Zhoniermann  complained  that 
President  Wilson  was  prejodlced  against 
Oerntany.  He  said  Oemiany  knew 
America  woald  break  off  diplomatic  re- 
lations and.  4Btkr„  the  war.  but  that  the 
German  Government  had  Jumped  in  on 
the  unrestricted  submarine  warfare  as  a 
last  chance  to  gain  the  victory. 

Qaestlona  regarding  Belgian  depo^o.a- 
tlons  brought  out  warm  support  from 
Dr.  von  Bethmann-Hollweg  for  Oen.  von 
Biasing,  the  former  Governor-General  of 
Belgium,  who,  he  said,  had  opposed  the 
deporutlona  The  former  Chancellor 
told  how  Ambassador  Gerard  had  urged 
aim  to  have  the  deportations  stopped, 
but  they  had  continued,  he  said,  despite 
his  objections.  He  was  not  in  a  position 
to  stop  them,  although  he  thought  them 
poHtically  stupHd,  but  the  policy  bad 
been  introduced  by  the  military  author- 
ities as  an  urgent  political  necessity. 

Govemor-Ueneral  von  Blsslng,  said 
HoUweg,  had  taken  up  the  matter  per- 
sonally with  HIndenburg  and  Ludon- 
dorff,  and  hod  obtained  certain  allevia- 
tions In  the  mode  of  applying  the  de- 
portation policy,  but  in  general  he  was 
unable  to  force  a  change  In  the  policy, 
as  the  military  .luthorittes  declared  they 
bad  need  of  labor. 

QnaatJoB  of  Trlctloa 

To  a  criticism  that  the  Foreign  Office 
and  the  general  staff  had  not  worked 
well  together  during  the  war  he  declared 
this  dualism  was  always  In  effect  dur- 
ing the  Austro-Prussian  war  of  ISSS  and 
the  Franoo-PruHslan  war  of  1870,  and 
that  both  aides  of  the  governmental  ma- 
chinery had  on  theoe  occasions  thought 
their  way  was  the  best  way  to  save  the 
Fatherland. 

Taking  .up  again  the  question  of  I/«l- 
gian  detwrtatlons.  he  replied  affirmative- 
ly to  a  nuestlon  asking  ,  whether  the 
men  had  not  died  in  large  numbers  from 
cold  and  hunger,  and  whether  they  had 
not  been  used  for  work  for  which  they 
were  not  qualtHed. 

He  showed  his  resentment  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  hearing  at  questions 
n'gardlng  breaches  of  international  law 
by  Germany,  declaring: 

"Why  always  talk  of  our  breaches  of 
International  law  when  we  were  at  war 
with  a  peace-breaking  people?" 

Admiral  Koch,  formerly  vice-chief  of 
the  naval  general  staff,  will  take  the 
stand  tomorrow. 

The  «ub-committee  went  into  secret 
session  today  on  a  motion  by  Councillor 
Mueller,  who  objected  to  public  discus- 
sion of  matters  affecting  one-time  neu- 
trals. 

Discussion  had  arisen  concerning  a 
statement  of  Alfred  Zlmmermann,  for- 
mer Foreign  Secretary,  ihat  President 
Wilson's  peace  offer  had  been  framed 
by  Great  Britain,  and  statements  by 
Count  von  Bernstorff,  former  Ambassa- 
dor to  the  United  States,  to  the  effect 
ih^t  the  view  prevailed  In  the  United 
States  that  President  WHsoa  was  act- 
ing under  German  Induehce.

Mayor  Porter  announced  yesterday 
that  he  will  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  City  Council  this  week,  probably 
Friday  night,  for  a  diacussion  of  the 
latest  developments  in  connection  with 
the  Johnson  Street  Bridge  negotia- 
tions. 

Yesterday  morning  Mayor  Porter 
and  Mr.  H.  C.  Hall.  M.P.P.,  conferred 
with  Premier  John  Oliver  and  Hon. 
John  Hart,  Minister  of  Finance,  and 
dlscusaed  the  matter  at  some  length. 

Premier  Oliver  held  that  the  con- 
tention of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way, to  the  effect  that  no  railway  cars 
of  competing  lines  should  l>e  allowed 
on  the  bridge,  was  unjustifiable.  He 
advocated  tho  drafting  of  plans  by, the 
city  for  a  separate  atructurc,  and  sug- 
goated  that  while  such  action  would 
meet  with  the  opi>oBttion  of  the  C.  P. 
R.  at  Ottawa,  it  would  make  it  pos- 
sible for  tho  issue  to  be  fought  .^n  its 
merits. 

The  Premier  objected  to  the  pro- 
posal to  place  the  bridge  agreement 
OS  at  present  constituted,  with  the  no- 
competition  clause  left  in.  before  the 
ratepayers  as  a  bylaw.  He  argued 
that  if  this  was  done  and  tho^bylaw 
rejected,  the  C.P.R.  could ,  i?o  before 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners, 
point  out  that  the  bridge  had  been  dis- 
approved by  the  voters,  and  that  there- 
fore, the  company  should  bo  per- 
mitted to  erect  its  own  awing  bridge 
for  railway  traffic  only. 

The  proposal  to  have  two  bridge*, 
ono  built  by  the  city  for  vehicles, 
pedoatrlnna  and  street  ear  trafilc.  and 
tho  other  by  the  C.P.R.  for  tha  CPU. 
exclusively,  baa  met  with  strong  oppo- 
sition. Months  ago  the  floard  of 
Trade  went  on  record  as  beipg  against 
such  an  arrangement,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  general  public  would 
not  favor  it  either. 

It  Is  posaible.  the  Mayor  raid,  that 
after  the  apeclal  City  Council  meeting 
It  may  be  deeided  to  hold  a  public 
meeting, for  a  thorough  ventilation  of 
the  bridge  Issues,  so  that  It  may  l>e 
posaible  to  ascertain  the  sentiment  of 
a  large  section  of  Victoria'a  represen- 
tative ratepayers.

The  advlMibllity  or  otherwise  of  re-, 
moving  from  Its  constitution  the 
present  expreus  ban  agalnsif  political 
.discussions  and  political  action,  will 
jbe  dealt  with  by  the  Victoria  Trades' 
aqd  Labor  Council  shortly  when  u 
notice  of  motion  submitted  at  taaf 
night's  meeting  of  that  labor  or- 
ganlxatlon  by  Delegate  Paget,  of  the 
•  Lonfrshoiemen's  Union,  comes  up  for 
consideration.  The  notice  of  motion 
was  productive  of  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion which,  at  times,  wandered  far 
afleld.  It  called  for  action  by  the' 
executive  committee  to  the  end  that 
the  present  restrictive  clause  be 
deleted. 

This  action  by  the  delegate  fol- 
lowed the  discussion  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Council  when  a  motion 
that  the  body  should  endorse  the 
candidature  of  Mr.  T.  A.  Barnard  as 
labor  representative  in  the  recent 
Federal  by-election  was  submitted. 
/  ^he  president,  Mr.  K.  S.  Woodward, 
had 'ruled  that  the  present  clause  In 
th(>  constitution  was  ambiguous  and 
allowed  the  discussion.  After  lengthv 
discussion  the  delegates,  by  a  small 
majority,  approved  of  Mr.  Barnard's 
candidature.  ,    ,. 

No  .\lteniatlTe  't^^*  ' 
"It  we'  can't  take  political  action 
as  a  body,  we  have  only  available 
direct  action,  to  which  we  as  a  coun- 
cil are  opposed,"  declared  Delegate 
Doolcy  last  night,  who  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  in  Oreat  Britain  labor  par- 
ticipates U*  political  action. 
-  Delegates  Slvertx  and  Peel  pointed 
to  the  Lict  that  labor  has  already  a 
political  organisation  in  the  Feder- 
ated Labor  Party,  a  growing  body 
which  achieved  remarkable  political 
results  in  the  recent  by-election  con- 
test. They  doubted  the  wisdom  of 
introduciiig  politics  into  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  composed  of  dele- 
gates ot  various  unions  which  might 
or  might  not  agree.  Delegate  Peel 
advocated  some  missionary  work 
amonK  the>  Individual  locals  before  the 
Council  should  take  any  action,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  unions'  delegates  are  not  at- 
tending the  meetings  of  the  Central 
body,  an  observation  which  brought 
forth  strenuous  objection  to  the 
apathy  which  many  delegates  are 
showing  by  falling  to  appear  at  the 
Council  meetings  as  Indicated  by  the 
fact  that  out  of  a  total  of  100  dele- 
gates only  about  20  are  in  the  habit 
of  attending  the  meetings  of  tho 
Council. 

Another  delegate  declared  that  the 
reason-  delegates  fall  to  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance was  because  already  there 
Is  too  much  politics  In  the  Council 
proceedings,  a  statement  which 
brought  a  denial  from  the  president, 
who  asserted  that  with  the  exception 
of  the  last  meeting,  at  which  the 
Barnard  candidature  was  discussed, 
politics  had  been  conspicuous  by  their 
absence. 

The  notice  of  motion  submitted  by 
Delegate  Paget  will  come  up  for  con- 
sidsratlon  at  the  meeting  after  next,  or 
in  one  month's  time. 

The  Viatory  Loan  and  the  fact  that 
Labor  has  not  seen  Qt  to  appoint  Rep- 
resentatives to  the  I..oan  committee, 
vtaa  the  theme  of  a  lengthy  discussion 
in  which  some  delegates  expressed  their 
belief  in  the  efllcacy  of  the  loan  as  a

The  fact  tliat  the  letter  from  Mr.  James 
Foreman,  Secretary  of  the  Loan  Com- 
nfilttee.  asking  the  co-opiMratios  of  labor, 
waa  not  received  until  after  the  last 
meeting  of  the  council,  was  given  as  the 
reason  why  the  Trades  and  Lal>or  Coun-

Delegate  Peel,  argued  the  success  of 
the  loan  meant  much  to  Victoria  labor, 
and  he  urged  it  ahould  be  strongly  aup- 
ported.

Delegate  MIcklejohn  resented  the  re- 
marks of  Delegate  Deoley  and  asserted 
he  was  supporting  the  loan  to  the  ex- 
tent of  his  abilltr.

Preside.It  Woodward  confessed  that  he 
was  the  party  responsible  for  the  ar- 
ticle conuthing  that  phrase.  The  suc- 
cess or  fsHure  of  the  loan,  he  contin- 
ued, would  not  add  to  or  subtract  from 
the  total  amount  available  for  employ- 
ment of  labor.  He  went  Into  a  lengthy 
argument  to  show  what  be  really 
thought  of  the  flnancial  elforts  of  the 
existing  Federal  Oovernment,  the  bur- 
den of  which  was  that  all  such  methods 
are  wrong,  illogical  and  dangerous  and 
merely  postponing  the  Inevitable  when 
Canada's  flnancial  structure  would  crash 
to  the  ground.  He  bUmed  the  Oovern- 
ment for  permitting  wholesale  Jugglery 
in  flaances  and  foodstuffs,  and  declared 
proflteeriag  in  its  worst  form  is  still 
going  on.  He  argued  that  if  the  Gov- 
ernment did  not  get  the  money  it  would 
be  forced  to  go  to  the  country,  some- 
thing devoutly   to   be  hoped,   he  opined. 

Mr.  Foreman's  communication  was  re- 
ceived and  flied.

Even  the  evangel- 
ist himself  rcMorts  less  to  humor  and 
entertaining  anecdotes  or  appeals  ^o 
the  emotions,  but  sensing  the  grow- 
ing religious  mood  of  his  hearers. 
coi>flne8  his  remarks  more  to  per- 
sonal Issues,  and  at  Umea  thunders 
forth  with  old  time  religious  truths 
that  seemingly  have  long  ago  been 
forgotten  by  many.  Last  night  h* 
preached  a  personal  devil  and  took 
as  his  text  the  story  of  Christ  speak-^ 
Ing  to  the  multitude,  when  a  woman 
touched  his  garment,  and  a  man 
possessed  with  a  devil  was  brought 
to  him  and  another  woman  asked 
that  her  young  daughter  be  restored 
to  life.  "All  In  one  chapter"  said, 
Mr.  Smith  "we  have  Jesus  as  Lord 
over  the  devil.  Lord  oveV  disease 
and    Lord    Over    death." 

"Some  people  say  there  la  no  devil, 
but  no  sane  man  can  go  very  far 
without  seeing  a  lot  of  devillsbness. 
The  devil  isn't  dead.  There's  a  real 
devil  and  some  people  are  ugly 
enough  to  have  the  devil  la  them. 
Unless  you  conquer  him  he  will  con- 
quer you.  If  he  had  his  way  he 
would  silence  all  music  In  the  world, 
wither  every  flower,  blot  out  every 
sunbeam,  poison  every  love  stream. 
If  he  had  his  way  he  would  put 
his  foof  on  the  whole  world  and 
then  chuckle,  like  the  devil  he  Is. 
over  a   world   turned  Into  a   hell. 

"If  you  say  you  do  not  know 
Jesus  Christ  you  are  worse  than  the 
devil  because  when  the  man  poses- 
sed  with  a  devil  came  to  Jefetu  the 
devil  In  the  man  knew  him  and  said 
so.

Speaking  to  u  special  meeting  of 
the  local  brunch  of  the  Great,  War 
Veterans'  Association  last  night.  Com- 
rade  Hart  moved  a  resolution  which

The  above  reeolution  was  poased  to 
strengthen  the  hand  of  the  Dominion 
Executive  of  the  O.W.V.A.  in  any 
constitutional  measures  that  may  be 
deemed  advisable  to  adopt  In  view  of 
the  findings,  and  to  assure  the  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  whole-hearted  support 
of  the  local   unit. 

Another  resolution  moving  that 
delegates  be  appointed  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  other  returned  men's 
organizations  in  the  city,  with  «.  view 
to  calling  a  mass  meeting  of  returned 
men  In  the  Immediate  future  was 
also  passed  by  a  unanimous  assembly. 
Comrades  Hart,  White  and  Tait  be- 
ing appointed  as  the  delegates,  and 
given  full  powerM  to  act  for  the  im- 
mediate consummation  of  a  grand 
mass'  meeting  to  be  held  In  Victoria 
by  all  the  returned  men.  The  objects 
of  the  mass  meeting  were  stated  as 
being  to  diacusti  the  bonus  question 
and  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
Dominion-wide  demonstraiion  to  takt 
place  in  all  the  cltieH,  towns  and  ham- 
lets of  Canada  simultaneously.

The  feeling  of  the  meeting  lust 
night  was  that  the  findings  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  wore  un- 
fair to  the  country,  and  tantairtount 
to  a  diredt  breech  of  faith  with  the 
men  who  had  given  their  all  to  aid 
their  country  overseas.  The  present 
pensions,  and  allotments  to  depend- 
ents and  cripples  were  characterised 
as  being  totally  Inadequate,  It  being 
said  that  the  most  a  war  widow  or 
cripple  could  receive  was  $50  p^r 
month  which  did  not  begin  to  cover 
bare  necessities  of  live  at  the  present 
unnecessarily  high  cost  of  living.  It 
was  pointed  out  by  one  member  that 
previous  to  the  armistice  the  coun-' 
try  was  prepared  tq  raise  several 
hundred  millions  to  carry  on  the  war, 
and  that  the  statement  that  Canada 
could  iiot  meet  her  just  debts  to  the 
men  who  had  served  was  absolutely 
a  conlraverslon  of  facts. 

Thejimalgamatlon  of  the  G.W.V.A. 
with  all  the  other  returned  men's 
organixationB  was  the  subject  of  an- 
oth«?r  resolution,  which,  however, 
was  ruled  out  of  order. 

Similarly  a  plan  to  get  all  returned 
men  together  for  the  formation  of  an 
United  Service  party  of  men  who  had 
fought  for  the  Empire  was  disposed 
of,  though  the  feeling  of  the  meeting 
waa  evidently  in  entire  support  of  the 
project,  it  was  Mtated.  and'  a  strong 
array  of  argumenta  brought  forward 
In  support,  that  a  political  party  of 
service  men  united  under  one  cause 
sirould  have  a  power  for  good  In  the 
Dominion  if  elected  and  that  at  any 
rate  the  party  could  not  do  worse 
than  those  In  power  at  the  moment! 
Soldier  Party  Neoewary 

Comrade  Talt,  the  Vice-President, 
said:  "There  is  no  chance  whatever 
for  the  returned  men  so  long  as  the 
present  men  are  In  power.  We  need 
a  broader-minded  body  of  men  at 
Ottawa.  I  think  we  should  devote  all 
our  energies  to  forming  a  returned 
soldier  party  and  putting  them  In 
power.  There  is  not  a  city  anywhere 
In  Canada  that  would  not  support 
such   a  party." 

Comrade  Axon,  the  President,  said: 
"Time  Is  ripe  to  chose  our  leaders 
and  enter  the  political  game,"  and 
referred"  to  the  "c^imouflaged  poli- 
ticians," many  of  whom  were  younger 
men  than  the  veterans  of  the  Do- 
minion and  should  have  shouldered 
a  rifle  In  defence  of  tholr  country; 
On  the  pension  question,  the  Presi- 
dent quoted  a  case  of  a  man  who 
had  lost  a  leg  In  defence  of  hla 
country,  and  was  now  reoelvlng  |2S 
a  month  to  keep  himself  in  the  neces- 
sities of  life.

It  was  also  stated  by 
an  Individual  that  Germans  actually 
held  office  at  the  present  moment  In 
the  Oovernment  of  the  country,  which 
statement  received  the  verification  of 
the  meeting. 

The  general  trend  of  affairs  at  last 
night's  meeting  was  sincere  disap- 
pointment at  the  action  of  the  Par- 
liamentary Committee,  and  that  the 
time  was  approaching  when  service 
men  the  Dominion  over  should  band 
together  In  one  grand  political  party 
to  try  and  adjust  matters  by  the 
proper  and  constitutional   means.

to  stamp  in  a  number  on  the  blank.  Tii^ 
name  of  the  doctor  he  forged  to  the 
prescription. 

Cralgle  was  also  found  in  poHaesalon 
of  a  list  of  local  dootorn,  which  he  hed 
apparently  taken  from  the  directory  or 
telephone  book,  two  of  the  names  beinir 
those  of  doctor's  who  have  died.  After 
some  of  the  names  on  the  Hat  appearr<« 
the  legend  "irood,"  but  JuHt  what  he 
meant  by  that  Craisie  did  not  explain. 
Some  of  the  borus  prescription  blanks 
were  found  all  fliled  out.  the  handwrlt- 
/ng  being  poor  and  the  wording,  both  In 
the  body  of  the  prescription  aa  well  as 
that  of  the  8lga»ture  of  the  medical 
practitioner  laauing  the  prescription, 
being  the  aame.  To  camoudagc  the  pre- 
scription, Crslfle  uaed  the  pharmaoeutl- 
ral  signs  for  quantities.

MOONEY  MOMEY 


The  (Inaholal  alncerlty  of  tha 
Mooney  agltotloa  aeeroa  to  have  beea 
on, a  par  with  Ita  political  hopeaty.  The 
dlscloaurea  made  by  the  propMent  and 
aecretary  of  the  State  Federation  of 
Labor  muat  ahow  oonclualvaly  to  the 
most  oreduloua  that  Mooney  ta  simply 
being  uaed  aa  an  Inatruni^Bt  of  propa- 
ganda, without  any  regard  for  hia 
guilt  or  hla  innocence,  and  that  when 
he  la  ndt  uaed  as  propaganda,  ho  ia 
a  devloe  for  the  raising  of  funda  for 
the  comfort  of  the  Mooney  a^tatora. 
Mooney  la  ,thua  made  to  pay  both 
waya. 

"It  ahould  be  noted,"  says  tha  report 
of  the^offtehra  of  the  state  federation, 
'  that  not  a  dollar  of  the  money  «oI- 
looted  by  the  commlttoo  haa  bada^aant 
to  Mooney's  defence." 

Nearly  $10,000  waa  coIIaot«4  bare 
and  1800  la  on  hand.  Tha  raat  haa 
diaappaarad  In  "aalariea  and  ez- 
panaea."  It  would  be  InteraaUng  to 
know  how  many  "Moonojr  dofanoa 
funda"  have  bean  eolle^ted  and,az- 
pendad  In  tho  aame  way  throughout 
the  United  Btatos.  A  gopd  many  thou- 
aand  dollara,  contributed  by  deceived, 
but  pinoere  workers,  have  either  gopo 
to  line  the  pockets  of  tha  agltatora, 
or  to  bo  apant  for  propaganda,  tho 
Intereat  of  which  ia  beat  served  by 
keeping  Mooney  in  Jail.  About  tha 
moat  disappointing  outcome  of  tho 
whole  bualneaa  to  these  aglutors  would 
be  the  granting  of  a  pardon  to 
Mooney;  their  meal  tlcketa  would 
vanlah  and  they  would  be  put  to  tha 
nacetalty  of  finding  another  Mooney, 
poaalbly  BlUinga^  to  whoae  fiato  the 
agitators  at  preaent  aeem  atrangely 
Indifferent.  Perhapa  they  are  hoop- 
ing  him   In   reserve. 

The  diacloaurea  of  PreaMent  Short 
#ind  Secretary  Buck  of  thejiUte  feder- 
ation, explain  one  of  tha  Mooney 
phenomena  which  haa  puaaled  not  a 
fow  paraona — the  calmneaa  of  organ- 
laad  labor  in  San  Pranclaco  over  the 
whole  quaatlon.  It  haa  been  a'|>parent 
from  the  beginning  that  Mooney  an- 
thuaiaam  Increaaed  proportionately  to 
the  dlatanoa  from  San  FraaOiaoo, 
when  the  reverae,  according  to  all  ex- 
perience, ahould  hiftt  been  the  eaae.  It 
waa  difficult  to  explain  the  apathy  of 
San  Pranclaco  labor  towarda  all  this 
Mooney  agitation,  fund  raiaing  and 
atrlkes.  But  aince  the  dlscloaurea 
made  by  the  higheat  offloera  at  origan- 
Ixed  labor  In  thfe  state,  the  reason  !•• 
plain — San  Frandlaco  labor  waa  too 
ofeMO  to  the  acene  to  ba  dacatvad. 
*  It  hi  all  but  another  inatanca  of  tho 
cold-bloodedneaa  of  radloaJlam,  Ita 
uttfr  Indifference  to  the  meana  It  am- 
ploya  to  gall/  Ita  enda.  It  dlacloaea  a 
frankneaa  of  exploitation  hardly  to 
bh  credltad.  It  doca  not  healtata  to 
trade  on  the  aympathlaa,  tha  aoft 
hearta  of  ita  deluded  foilowera.  with  a 
callouanesa  |iot  oqualled  by  graad  It- 
aelf. 

There  ahould  ba  no  doltialoila  abaui 
the  effect  of  thIa  diaoloaure.  The 
radlcala  know  their  people  too  well; 
tha^  have  them  too  thoroughly  com- 
-mlttod  to  their  laadarahlp.  and  they 
are  too  akllled  In  playlhg  on  thalr 
embtlona.  They  have  their  followera 
drilled,  cowed  aad  dragooned,  know- 
^g  only  obedience,  and  wo  have  no 
doubt  that  they  can  go  out  mmong 
them  aad  atlU  oonUnua  collooUag 
"Mooney  defence  funda." — Seattle 
Poat-Iatalllganeer.

John  Harvey,  chairman  of 
the  Pound  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  ajnnoiinced  \/t»\.  night  that 
fee  ^1>1  investigate  the  problem  of 
dispoaai  of  stray  dogs'  hides,  it  has 
been  auggaated  to  him  that  eonsider-
